May 15: Prakash C. Gupta, Madhav G. Deo, Dietrich Hoffman, and 
Mirijana V. Djordevic, who have made major advances in oral cancer. 


June 1: Isaiah J. Fidler, recipient of the 22" annual Bristol-Myers 
Squibb Award for Distinguished Achievement in Cancer Research for 
his seminal work in founding the modern study of cancer metastasis. 


June 15: Gertrude B. Elion, Nobel Laureate, who made innumerable 
contributions to the advancement of science. 


July 1: Helmut Bartsch, Fung-Lung Chung, Lawrence J. Marnett, and 
James A. Swenberg, who discovered exocyclic DNA adducts as 
background lesions in rodent and human tissues. 


July 15: Martin Lipkin and Michael J. Wargovich, who pioneered an 
investigation of the key role of calcium as a chemopreventive agent in 
intestinal cancer in humans and animal models. 


August 1: Lawrence Garfinkel, who has made important contribu- 
tions toward achieving an understanding of the etiological factors that 
cause cancer, particularly the relationship of smoking and cancer. 


August 15: Vasant Ramji Khanolkar, an early distinguished world 
figure in cancer, who has been termed the “father of pathology and 
medical research in India.” 


September 1: Ernst L. Wynder, who was an innovative and active 
contributor to the field of cancer and chronic disease prevention. 


September 15: University of Minnesota Cancer Center, headed by 
John H. Kersey, who is a nationally recognized leader in the field of 
bone marrow transplantation and leukemia biology. 


October 1: David Ludlum, who has been a pioneer in the identifica- 
tion of DNA adducts formed by chemotherapeutic agents. 


October 15: Karam El-Bayoumy, Bandaru S. Reddy, and Emerich S. 
Fiala, who pinoeered the development of synthetic organoselenium 
compounds as highly promising cancer chemopreventive agents. 
Larry C. Clark, who, with his associates, conducied clinical interven- 
tion trials demonstrating the protective effect of selenium-enriched 
yeast against the development of cancer of the lung, colon, and 
prostate. 


November 1: Morris Pollard, who, early in his career, was concerned 
with research on viral infections, including innovative studies on 
avian leukemia retrovirus. 


November 15: Daniel D. Von Hoff, AACR President 1999—00, who 
has a long line of accomplishments as a clinician, pharmacologist, 
physician, teacher, and translational cancer researcher. 


December 1: Sidney Weinhouse, former Cancer Research Editor-in- 
Chief (1969-79) and Cover Editor (1986-99). 


December 15: Carlo M. Croce, Cancer Research Editor-in Chief
